buy it at the uncontrolled prices* which are very high°

At the present, 
however , their vigilance Is thorough^ In addition, the Party groups make a solemn 
pledge that they will personally watch the borders for api^.g sent by n capitalistic 
and imperialist countries® into Bulgaria. Therefore, the combat groups patrol the 
borders with motorcycles during the night as well as during the day. Every unknown 
person going from one village to another must appear at the police station or at 
the village soviet, m that he may prove his identity and explain his purpose in 
traveling.

with the regime, to talk with people and find out how they think. Therefore, 
during recent times the number of arrests has increased.
